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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. This office action is in response to the amendment filed on October 2, 2002 in which 
applicant amends claims 1, 2, 4, 13, 17, 18, 23-27, 32, and 35, cancels claims 19-20, adds new 
claims 21-51, and responds to the claim rejections. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-18, and 21-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lee 
(U.S. 5,978,920). 

The rejection as stated in Office Action, Paper No. 2 is retained and incorporated herein. 

Furthermore, Lee provides an interface for downloading and executing programs 
downloaded via a network (Internet) by means of an external modem, wherein the application 
program is inserted into the computer system by way of a CD-ROM drive (37) or other available 
means at step (11). At the time of Lee's invention, downloading programs from the Internet, was 
notoriously well known as "other available means" for providing game programs for a computer 
system (Column 4, lines 64-65, and Column 6, lines 34-35). Additionally, Lee encompasses 
other media types such as television programs, etc. (Column 7, lines 7-20). 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed October 2, 2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

5. Applicant respectively traverses the rejection to claims 1-37 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Lee (U.S. 5,978,920). Applicant admits Lee discloses a computer system 
that can read a rating of a computer game and can prohibit the computer game from being played 
by the computer system if the rating is not satisfactory according to a predetermined criteria, 
however, Applicant does not believe Lee provides a computer system that has the capability of 
reading different media types. The examiner disagrees; please see the rejection above.
